Identified Today As 
Notorious Yeggman 


"S. F," Poe" Is Discovered to Be Ben Johnson, 


Postoffice Robber With Criminal Past 
Two Men See Corpse and Make Identifica- 
tion Positive. 


(Special to The Bee.) 


REIDSVILLE, N. C., April 11.—The body 6f an alleged 


yeggman, whose name was given as S. F. Poe, and who was 
shot to death Saturday night by police officers in a local 
store, was today identified as Ben Johnson, of Scottsville, 
Buckingham county, Va. 


The identification was made by two men from the vicin- 


ity of Scottsville whose names the police decline to reveal 
for reasons unknown. The men arrived here today and 
after viewing the remains closely are said to have identified 
the body positively as that of Johnson. Whether the men 
are related to Johnson is not known. 


Johnson's age **>.s given as 40 years. He is said to be 


survived by two sisters, both now living in Richmond. They 
are TMiss Josephine Johnson and Miss Alice Johnson, the 
latter better known as Laura Johnson. She resides on 
Clay street between Seventh and Eighth streets at a board- 
ing house. An uncle, John Wesley Johnson also lives in 
Arvonia, Va., according to the men who made the identifi- 
cation.

Johnson is described as a notorious criminal character. 


He is said to have served two years in the state penitentiary 
of Virginia for his alleged connection in robberies of post- 
offices at Melton, Melford, Tappahannock and Saluda, all 
being Virginia towns, Johnson's term expired six years ago. 
He is also said to have participated in other robberies and 
is believed to have been responsible for numerous other 
postoffice robberies in Virginia and Maryland.

Johnson was either fired by Xormand 
or Xeal in Hemer's grocery store. Of- 
ficer Chaney was shot in the thigti, the 
wound is not serious.

The episode was the outgrowth of 


a check for $100, who called the police 
—believing strongly that the man was 
issuing bogus paper. 
Johnson had 
already succeeded in cashing money 
orders in Salisbury. When an officer 
called in response to the request John- 
son fired point blank at him after re- 
marking, "Well, I guess you are look- 
ing for me," or words to this effect. 
The battle then followed and resulted 
in other officers coming to the rescue 
on hearing the shooting. Panic pre- 
vailed for a time. 
The police are continuing their el- 
forts to ascertain the identity of John- 
son's three confederates, one man and 
two women, who made their escape 
following the shooting. A description 
has been sent out and surrounding 
cities have been asked to keep a strict 
watch for such persons. So far the 
police have no clue as to the identity 
of the other parties.

George P. Coleman, State 
Highway Commissioner, has recom- 
mended the allocation of $200,000 
State funds for the building of this 
hard road and it must now be con- 
firmed by the highway commission. It ' 
is pointed out»that the new highway 
commission provided for under 
the 
terms of the General Assembly baa 
not jet come into being and if the' 
present commission approves the work 
the road will be improved this sum- 
mer. J.t means much to the city of 
Danville. 


It is an open secret that the ten- 
mile stretch of road referred to has 
resulted in Danville losing thousands 
of dollars in trade. Since •Christmas 
it has been virtually impossible to 
pass over the stretch except for "a lew 
successive days when the surface had 
dried to the extent of affording slow 
passage to automobiles. 
The result 
has been that throughout the entire 
section the bad road has been well ad- 
vertised and people from Martinsville, 
Fieldale, Spray and the other nearby 
townships instead of. coming to Dan- 
ville to buy such things they could not 
buy at home have gone elsewhere. 
The point is also emphasized that the 
Martmsville road improved at such 
heavy cost a few years ago has been 
rendered virtually useless on account 
of the limited stretch and that until 
it is made a firm road the turnpike 
will not be of any values in winter 
weather. 
The character of 
the 


soil at that place is such that compe- 
tent engineers say only a hard surface 
will give the relief necessary. They 
say that a 'dirt" road, no matter how 
well scraped and dragged, will go- to 
pieces in-wet weather.

HUNTINGDON, Pa., April 10.—Dr. 


Herbert Bryson, who servj with dis- 
tinction during the World War as a 
major in the Army Medical Corps, Is 
under arrest here, charged with hav- 
ing fatally shot his wife, Helen Kirby 
Bryson, at the r home at Cassville, 
Pa.. 23 miles from here. Mrs. Uryion 
uied this morning. 
Dr. Bryson Is 48 years old and his 


wife, an attractive brunette, was 18 
years his Junior. They came to Cass- 
vllle about a year ago and are believ- 
ed to be wealthy. 


The shoot/ng occurred about 5:30 


o'clock Saturday afternoon. Dr. Bry- 
:»on telephoned to Dr. Fred Hutchison, 
of Hunt.ntfdon, that his wife had shot 
,herself. In an ante-mortem statement 
made to District Attorney Chester D. 
2TetterholT Mrs. Bryson accused h«r 
husbar.d of shooting her.
